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Non-Uniformed Employees 
Strike City Of Columbus 


Despite the acceptance 
and recommendation of a 
tentative agreement by 
union negotiators, the rank 
and file membership of 
Local 1632 of the Amesican 
F@deration of State, 
County and Municipal 
Employees (AFSCME) 
voted two - to - one late 
Monday night to reject the 
proposed. contract offered 
the City of Columbus 

began a strike early 
Tuesday morning. 

«According to Local 1632 
president T. Cody, three 
factors played key roles in 
the memberships rejection 
of the proposed pact -- the 
Structure of the financial 
package, the lack of bind- 
ing arbitration rights and a 
two-hour unanticipated 
delay between the time 
union negotiators were 
scheduled to present the 
package to their member- 


ship and the time thatpres- 
entation was actually 
made. “If we had not been 
held up for two hours, we 
might have gotten the 
package accepted," Cody 
said. 

Union negotiators were 
unsuccessful in their 
attempt to get the city to 
include binding arbitration 
- grievances procedures in 
the new contract. Ironi- 
cally, that right was bar- 
gained away by a team 
headed by Chief Union 
Negotiator Warren Jen- 
nings, who worked out the 
recently - expired contract 
three years ago. 

The structure of the pro- 
posed financial package 
called for workers to 
receive an increase of 50, 
57 and 61 cents respec- 
tively for the years 1980, '81 
and ‘82. Most members 
wanted the largest amount

of money up-front, Cody 
explained. 

Also included in the 
rejected—contract were: a 
vision care plan that would 
have taken effect in April of 
1980; prescription drug 
insurance scheduled to 
begin in January 1981; an 
increase from $750 to 
$1,000 per year in dental 
insurance; a $5,000 
increase in term life insu- 
rance; and an increase of 
five cents per hour in shift 
differential pay. 

The proposed agree- 
ment also covered injury 
leave provisions, longevity 
pay and deleted a no-strike 
clause included in the old 
contract. Without that 
clause, the union could 
strike, as it decided to do, if 
grievances could not be 
settied. 

Whilé Mayor Tom Moody 
empathizes with the con- 


cerns of striking city 
workers tosome degree, he 
says the city really does not 
haye any more money to 
offer. Consequently, the 
outlook for major changes 
in the financial portion of 
the rejected agreement 
appeared bleak when 
negotiators for both sides 
began renewed, secret 
talks Tuesday afternoon. 

Meanwhile, democratic 
mayoral candidate Bill 
Boyland issued a state- 
ment on the situation. “I! 
have already stated that |! 
believe in binding arbitra- 
tion. Binding arbitration 
can keep strikes from hap- 
pening because it gives a 
neutral hearing to em- 
ployee grievances

nture+ - Some historians believe 


that blacks were aboard the 
‘ship that brought Sir Fran- 
cis Drake. the English 


explorer-pirate, on his trip 
around the world in 1578. 
As Drake sailed past what 
is now California, Oregon 
and. Washington, he 
claimed the entire territory 
for the British. This of 
course meant little to: the 
Indians who waved hello 
and good-bye to him as he 
cruised by. It also meant lit- 
tle to the United States, 
who based its claim to the 
Jand on yoyage by & Bosto- 
nian, Captain Robert Gray, 
200 years later. 

With Captain Gray on his 
first expedition to sell fars 
from the Northwest to 
China in 1788 was Marcus 
Lopez, the first black man 
in recorded history to set 
foot in the Northwest. 
Unfortunately, Marcus 
Lopez's rendezvous with’ 
history was trief. Shortly 
after touching the soil, he 
was killed by hostile 
Indians. 

The second known biack 
to enter the Northwest had 
a much more positive expe- 
rience with the Indians. His- 
name was York and he 
acted as an_ interpreter 
between the Indians and 


- Lewis and Clark on their 


perilous fact-finding mis- 
sion for President Thomas 
Jefferson. in 1804. Jeffer- 
son had just purchased a 
huge and unexplored block 
of land from Napaleon, 
who was going broke from 
his.many wars. To find out 
exactly what he had 
bought,; Jefferson dis- 
patched Lewis and Clark, 
two Virginians, who took 
along several of their slaves 
one of whom was York. 

Clark, in gratitude for the 
bravery York had demon- 
strated to insure the survi- 
val of. the group during 
their three-year expedition, 
freed him from bondage. 
York then disappeared. But 
since many journals ‘of 
expedition members.attest 
to the fact that York was 
“much petted and admired 
by the indian maidens,” 
rumors persist that he 
joined the triendly tribes he 
had encountered and 
became a chief. 

After the historic chart- 
ing of the Northwest Pas- 
sage, many lone, daring . 
black. cowboys, hunters, 


fur trappers, traders, cooks . 


and guides joined the west- 
ward exodus. Some of 
these solitary. figures were 
freed blacks, others. fugi- 
tive slaves--all looking for 
fewer restrictions and

Rose was an interpreter. 


and guide for John Jacob 
Astor's American Fur Com- 
pany. Beckwourth disco- 


vered an important pass 


through the Sierras and 
managed to lead the first 
wagon train through it; this 
pass was subsequently 
named for him. Both men 
‘lived lives as daredevil, 
cunning, reckless and 
coloiful as their contem- 
poraries, Daniel Boone and 
Davey Crockett, yet their 
names have been deleted 
from history ‘books and 
Western buffs are just now 
learning of their exploits. 
The discovery of gold 


was also heard by black ~ 


ears, and the lure of untold 
wealth was a great incen- 
tive to many who got the 
news and could make the 
trip. Take the case of 
Richard Bogle, a penniless 
stowaway from Jamaica 
who, during the gold rush, 
crossed the Plains to 
Oregon territory. Bogle 
managed to find gold twice 
and moved to Walla Walla, 
Washington, where he 
opened a savings-and-loart 
bank. The sixth generation 
of Bogles now makes Por- 
tland, Oregon home. 

_\ But living in Oregon in 
the nineteenth century was 
no easy feat for blacks as 
pioneer George Washing- 
ton Bush was to discover. 
in 1844, wishing to move 
his wife and six sons to a 
non-slave state, Bush 


arranged to lead a group of 
white settlers in a caravan 
of eighty covered wagons 
from Missouri to Oregon 
farmland. It was.an ardu- 
ous four-month journey of 
2,000 milés. 

During the trip many 
families ran out of supplies 
and money and had to rely 
on Bush, who had made 
substantial funds from cat- 


. tle trading, for assistance. 


What Bush and the pio- 
neers didn't know. was that 
after they began their trek, 


Oregon declared it illegal’ 


for blacks to own property 
or live there. 

Special legislation had to 
be passed to waive the res- 
trictions for him.

John and Edward Gerhardt established a reputation as 
being vicious school desegregation foes in thee ar | y 
1970's while attending Mifflin High. There, they allegedly 
fought with. school officials over pians_to include black 
history courses to the curriculum. Following this contron- 
tation they organized the American \White-Nationalist 
Party, the Columbus Citizens Journal ; 

According to the CJ, John Gerhardt outlined the philo- 
sophy of their organization during an interview.in 1977. 

“We believe the contro! of the American government 
has been usurped by race traitors, by Jews, by criminals 
and by fools. They want.to have all the other races mon- 
grelized, have a coffee-colored race, and one-world 
government with its capital in Jerusalem. We recognize 
the North American continent as the last bastion of the 
white race,” the CJ reported. 

The Gerhardts were also indicted by the Franklin 
County grand jury on charges of conspiring to commit 
arson and conspiring to commit aggravated arson. The 
charges were presented to the grand jury by Prosecutor 
George C. Smith. Smith indicated that the brothers might 
be arraigned on Friday. 

The Gerhardts, who reside at 4047 Morse Rd., were 
previously involved in a school situation along racial lines. 
They were arrested and convicted in 1974 for shooting 
into the home of C.L. Dumaree, former assistant superin- 
tendent of the Columbus Public School System. 

At that time, it was thecrized that Dumaree was target of 
the attack because he had rejected the transfer of a white 
student figm Linden McKinley High after he was allegedly 
attacked by black students. 

They were also charged with shooting into the home of 
a former black professor at Ohio State University after he 
moved into a home in Upper Arlington. 

The brothers were convicted.and sent to the Mansfield 
Reformatory from which they were later released on 
shock parole. The Franklin County Court of Appeals rev- 
ersed the conviction in Nov. 1974 arid ordered a new trial. 

However, noting that the brothers had already served 
about six monthsin prison, Common Pleas Judge Clifford 
Rader acquitted them in February 1975. 

If convicted on the federal charges the Gerhardts face a 


“maximum sentence of 10 years and a $10,000 fine each on

the first two counts and one-year in prison and a $1,000 
fine on the third count. 

Cormiction on the two count state indictment could 
result ‘in incarceration for five years and $10,000 fines, 
Smith said at a press conference last week.

Approved By School Board 


A 118-page Course of 
Study for Columbus stu- 
dents, outlining the educa- 
tional skills they will 
receive at each grade level, 
along with a system-wide 
philosophy of education, 
to and 
accepted by the Board 
Board of Education at its 
Tuesday business meeting. 

The document, prepared 
by the division of instruc- 
tional services, would meet 
both the legal require- 
ments set by the State 
Department of Education 
and establish a starting 
point on which to-begin a. 
competency-based educa- 
tional program for Colum- 
bus pupils. The plan was 

developed during the past 
year by teachers and 
administrators, with sug- 
gestions from PTA and 
other community groups. 

According: to Evelyn 
Luckey, assistant superin- 
tendent of instructional 
services, the Course of 
Study will serve as an offi- 
cial statement of what shall 
be taught in each subject 
and at each grade level. 
She notes that it is a frame- 
work that defines the skills 
a child should have an 
opportunity to learn at a 
given grade level. 

“This not only shows 
teachers the material for 
which they are responsi- 
ble,” said Luckey, “but it 
also allows students to see 
that what they need to learn 
and lets parents know what 
they must help their child- 
ren learn,” 

The Course of Study 
divides the school system's 
curriculum into 16. study 
areas. It specifically spells 
Out what students at every 
grade will have an oppor- 
tunity to learn. in the ele- 
mentary grades (K-5) this 
includes: English language 
arts, reading, science, 
social. studies, mathemat- 
ics, art, health, physical 
education, and vocal and 
instrumental music: 

In the middie grades (6- 
8), in addition to the sub- 
jects already mentioned for 
elenrentary students, 
courses added include for- 
eign language, homé eco- 
nomics, and industrial arts. 
In grades 9 through 12, 
speech, drama, business, 
business education and 


driver 6ducation are added 
to the subjects mentioned 
in both elementary and 
middle grades. 

Not included inthe docu- 
ment are such specialized 
offerings as vocational 
education and programs 
for the handicapped. 

School officials point out 
that the Course of Study 
will not limit students or 
teachers from going 
beyond the material out- 
lined in the document. 
Rather, they say it will 
insure that no student 
leaves school without hav- 


ing an opportunity to gaina 
set of essential learning 
skills. 

in explaining the Course 
of Study, Instructional per- 
sonnel point to the pro- 
gressive sequence in each 
of the 16 study areas. in 
writing. for example, upon 
completion of first grade, a 
student should, among 
other things, have learned 
how to write names, 
numbers and familiar 
words without copying. 

By third grade, a student 
should correctly form 
upper and lower case fet- 


ters in cursive writing an 
use a dictionary as a spel 
ing resource. in the 12 


grade, students should

When Franklin County Com- 
‘mion Pleas Judge George Tyack 
ruled last week that setting aside 
public construction contracts for 
bidding by minority contractors 
was not:geverse discrimination, ’- 
it marked the third time in recent 
months. that he has rendered 
decisions that could have a tre- 
mendous effect on the daily lives 
of the black citizenry. 

Legislation providing for 
minority contractors to be 
allowed to bid among themselves 
in such contracts, had been chal- 
lenged by the Associated General 
Contractors,. Ohio Building 
Chapter, on the basis that it was 
unconstitutional. 

The Cleveland Plumbing Con- 
tractors Association of Cleveland 
was also involved in the suit 
which was filed in the Franklin 
County Common Pleas Court. 
The Ohio Department of Admi- 
nistrative Service was the 
defendant. 

The ruling against the plaintiffs, 
Tyack found from the evidence 
SUBMittéd, discrimination against 
minorities in the awarding of state 
contracts as specified in the law. 
He also found a “compelling need 
to correct this discrimination,”

* Oct. 2, set into motion a series of political 
manuevering that is very likely to shed some 
light on the Republicans’ gubernatorial race in 
1982. 

Voinovich, a Republican, will take’on Den- 
nis (the menace) Kucinich, Democrat incum- 
bent, in the Nov. 6 election. And, according to 
most political observers, Voinovich's chances 
of winning are excellent. If elected he will be 
forced to resign the Lt. Governor's office leav- 
ing the State and Local Government-Commis- 
sion without a director. 

Since the state constitution which provides 
for gubernatorial and lieutenant governor 
Candidates to run as a team made no provision 
for replacing a lieutenant govemor., the office will 
become vacant if Voinovich's mayoral cam- 
paign is successful.

Are We Nearing 
Racial Unity?

Now that the primary election is behind us, 
we should assess the factors that played such 
an important part in what happened. 

The first foundation of Negro leadership 
was the church. The second was the Negro 
press, The church furnished many of our early 
leaders in politics. So has the Negro press 


which was founded in 1827 by Rev. Samuel Cor- 


nish and a college graduate. John B 
Russwurm. 

The Black press and the Black pulpit have 
worked closely together for over .153 years 
Together they still form the power base for 
Negro leadership. 

The Negro church, the Negro press, plus the 
Negro political leadership in Cleveland, joined 
together to keep 85% of the Negro vote from 


Mayor Kucinich. The important factor here is 
that this is the first time these three groups 


Moody, popular Republican mayor of Colum- 
bus, was chosen as its vice chairman. Moody, 
completing his second four year term as 
mayor and campaigning for reelection, has 
been frequently mentioned as the Republican 
gubernatorial nominee to succeed Gov. 
James A. Rhodes. Rhodes is prohibited by law 
from succeeding himself at the end of his 
present term in 1982. 

While Voinovich harbored gubernatorial 
ambition when he teamed with Rhodes in 
1978, if elected Cleveland mayor he would be 
expected to seek reelection at the end of his 
first two year term in 1981. In that case, he 
would hardly have time to prepare for a guber- 
natorial campaign the following year. 

On the other hand,-if Moody is reelected in 
November, he would be serving the first half of 
his four year term,in 1982 and would in no way 
be hampered in planning for the governor's 
race... 

Moody’s designation as vice chairman of 
the commission of which Voinovich is the 
director, not only places him in a position to 
become the top man if Voinovich steps down,

This is the argument that has the least basis 
in fact. Several studies made in the past few 
months show how false it is. 

The federal Department of Housing and 
Urban Development sponsored one study that 
found blacks trying to rent through rental 
agents face an 85 percent chance of being 
discriminated against. Those trying to buy 
had a 48 percent chance of facing 
discrimination. 

That was a nationwide study that sent black 
and white “checkers” to real estate agents’ 
offices. the checkers were similar in all

A similar conclusion is drawn by a study by, 
the Regional Plan Association of the New York _ 
metropolitan area. It found that blacks. who 
make up 12.4 percent of the region's popula- 
tion, are confined to only 1.3 percent of the 
region's land area. 

The study identified numerous all-white 
towns and neighborhoods in which the aver- 
age family income was similar to that of the 
region's black households. Two-thirds of the 
region's whites live in heavily white areas and 
a similar percentage of blacks live in heavily 
black areas. 

Finally,a University of Michigan study on 
racial attitudes found that most whites pre- 
ferred to live in mostly-white neighborhoods, 
while blacks tended to prefer integrated ones. 

What it all boils down to is this: racism is stilly 
a factor in national housing. patterns; fair 
housing laws are not being enforced, blacks 
are'still being denied the housing of their cho- 
ice, and a lot more education and community 
stabilization work is necessary. 

Putting teeth in the fair housing laws is an 
essential first step. to ending illegal and 
unconstitutional racial discrimination in 
housing.

Ironically the. affirmative 
action laws, which made it 
possible, have benefited 
more whites, - especially 
women, than it has Blacks, 
Leonard said. The entire 
civil. rights movement has 
resulted in similar results, 
he said.

Wood finished sixth in 
the primary and the most 
recent poll that was pub- 
lished has the calm and 
articulate campaigner fin- 
ishing fourth. Wood has 
been reaching more voters 
and stressing the points of 
his candidacy in the clos- 
ing weeks of the campaign. 
he said. 

“The hard work and the 
active door-to-door 
momentum has shifted in 
our favor,” he believes. 
“The possibility of winning 
is more of a reality today 
than at any other time.”
